The measure, as passed by the 
House, would allocate $580,495,-

A secret document outlining 
proposals for mecting the 
world dollar crisis- has been 
drawn up by a committee of 
British financial experts and 
goes before the Cabinet for 
upproval next week. 

If approved, the four-part docu- 
ment wiil form basic British policy 
at next month's dollar-pound 
Washington conference, when Sir 
Stafford Cripps, British Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, and the For- 
eign Secretary, Mr. Ernest Bevin, 
meet the U.S. Treasury Secretary, 
Mr. John W. Snyder, and Oann- 
dian officials, The conference will 
be held on September 7. .

The object of the conference is td take stock of the 
resources of the world and to marshal them for 
the maximum benefit of its peoples especially 


in under-developed courttries. 


More than 400 scientists from 
50 countries attended the 
session yesterday, ,

interest in the objects of the con- 
ferenee hos sent a strong delepu- 
tion under Dr, Bhatnagar, and a 
fargre number of Indian scientists 
hnve submitted papers to be 
read at the conference. ”

of Mr. Trygve Lie, Seeretary-

build the foundations of  per- 
manent peace, .

the "Fertile Crescent” plan? 


The “Fertile Crescent" scheme 
calls for the union of Iraq, Hashe- 
mite Jordan, Syria, Arab: Pales- 
tine and the Arab parts of the 
Lebanon in a “Greater Syria.” It 
has been sponsored historically 
by the Hashomite Royal House, 
whose members include King 
Abdullah of Hashemite Jordan, 
and the Iraqi Ruling House. 


“Wo have no fundamental quar- 
rel’ with the Hashemites,” Dr. 
Berazi said in an exclusive inter- 
view, “but we do not want union 
with Iraq nor do we want the 
Fertile ‘Crescent plan.” 


“Some Iraql polittelans made 
statements unwelcome to Syria," 
he sald in explnining the tension 
betwoen the two Arab neighbours, 
"They propogandised for 
Fertile Crescent. It is not for any 
Arab country or any other coun- 
try to try to tell Syria what to do. 
Syria’s actions concern Syrla only. 
No cauntry can do anything to 
impair our complete, sovereignty.”
